and then took a ſhort {pudded Knite that belonged to the Houſe, and cur her the 
Jaid Mrs. Bartlet's Threat ; then turning to one Mrs. Chethew ( whowas the onl 
Perſon that was in the Houſe, beſides the two before-mentioned) deſigning to aſe 
ner in the ſame manner ; ſhe continued to cry out Marther, &Cc. as the did upon his 
firſt Seizing of Mrs. Bart/et, and being a pretty ſtrong Woman, Oppoſed him in a 
great meaſure, until the Watch came in ; yet ſhe is notwithRanding very much Hurt.
